A Tub of Cold Water 


The big news for the President's birthday is 
domestic political news. 

It is the news that the National Administra- 
tion which Mr. Eisenhower heads has been sen- 
sationally repudiated in the stanchly Republican 
state of Wisconsin. Specifically it is the news 
that voters in the Ninth Congressional District 
have elected a Democratic member of the House 
of Representatives for the first time in history. 

The results in the special election to fill the 
seat of the late Republican Congressman Merlin 
Hull describe nothing less than a revolution at 
the polls. 

In the first place, Mr. Hull had been the dis- 
trict’s highly regarded Republican Congressman 
for more than 20 years. Second, the vote for 
President Eisenhower in the 11 counties in the 
largely farming and dairying district was ap- 
proximately double that for his Democratic 
opponent last November, Third, a strong G.O.P. 
campaign was based on an appeal to support the 
President and the new Administration, 

In view of all this, it would have been indi- 
cator enough had the Democratic nominee, 
Lester R. Johnson of Black River Falls, given 
the Republican, State Senator Arthur Padrutt 
of Chippewa Falls, with 14 years of service in 
the Wisconsin Legislature, a close race or even 
a good one. For Mr. Johnson to win, approxi- 
mately 28,000 votes to 21,000, is, to repeat, 
nothing less than a political sensation.

If the country at large did not foresee the sig- 
nificance of this major test just nine months 
after induction of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion, it was not overlooked. in Wisconsin. Gov. 
Kohler spent the greater part of a week in the 
district campaigning on the theme that the 
President must be supported with Republican 
Congressmen. The Wisconsin executive, who 
was one of Eisenhower's earliest backers, told 
voters in the central western part of his state: 


The civilized world will be watching your 
votes te learn whether the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration truly has the support of this 
nation. Senator Padrutt’s election will net 
be enough. Friends of Eisenhower should 
prove their faith in the President by an 
overwhelming vote for the Republican con- 
gressional candidate. 


Adiai E. Stevenson sent a tape-recording into 
the district three weeks ago. Senator Kefauver 
of Tennessee stumped the district as did former 
Democratic Secretaries of Agriculture Wickard 
and Brannan. The issues spiritedly debated 
were farm, power and labor policies, with the 
result that while a vote of only about 25,000 
was expected, some 50,000 went to the polls. 

Republican Congressman Simpson of Pennsy]l- 
vania who heads the 1954 G.O.P. congressional 
campaign committee seeks to minimize the over- 
turn. Not so Republican Congressman Clarence 
Brown of Ohio. Mr. Brown, who is one of the 
most astute of G.O.P. politicians, says frankly: 
“This is an amazing and unexpected reversal of 
public opinion.” 

And the loser, Senator Padrutt, who went up 
against the buzz saw, states bluntly: “The re- 
sults show very clearly that the farmer and 
laboring man do not like the present Adminis- 
tration'’s policies.” 

* * . 

* Many meanings can and will be read. One is 
that if a national congressional election were 
held today the Republicans would be swept out 
of power in the House and Senate. Another is 
that Republicans like Representative Judd of 
Minnesota will be less disposed to risk House 
seats in Senate election attempts next year. 
Another is that Democrats such as Senator Paul 
H. Douglas of Illinois will be encouraged to 
seek re-election. Still another is that the carry- 
over of the charm of Dwight Eisenhower to 
candidates of his party appears practically non- 
existent. 

The White House will make a great mistake 
if it does not take the news from industrial 
Eau Claire and its agricultural countryside with 
utmost seriousness.

Insofar as organized baseball is just a money- 
making enterprise, it is easy enough to argue 
that it should obey laws governing other lines 
of business.

Among amateurs—yes, there 
are some left!—this is no problem. Mr, Clasby 
of Harvard would never dream of suddenly 
joining the Yale backfield. Traditional loyalties 
prevent such a switch. But commercial baseball 
is based not on loyalties, but on money. So if 
free to do so, why should not Mr, Campanella 
put on a Yankee uniform—at least after the ex- 
piration of his annual contract? 

The situation is even more complex. It takes 
a few years of experience to produce a major 
league ball player. Hence the interest of the 
Big League clubs in the minors. The majors 
look to the lesser teams for recruits, or they 
use them as training schools for young players 
not quite ready for top competition. And lest 
the richer clubs simply buy up the cream of 
the talent, some restrictions are in order. 

Theoretically, these controls could keep a 
Stan Musial in the Three-Eye league until he 
was as old as Methuselah, Fat chance! Genuine 
major league talent is all too rare. So the so- 
called “reserve clause” is not likely to hurt 
very seriously a young man’s chances of playing 
in New York, Milwaukee or Baltimore. 

It might, of course, affect his salary some- 
what, assuming that the Yankees can put a 
little more into a pay envelope than can the 


Cincinnati Reds. But this is a matter of chance. 
It depends largely on the “farm” team with 
which an aspirant signs up, or which major 
club’s bonus he accepts. And then it depends 
on which star’s legs or eyes go back on him. 

So we will not be surprised if the Supreme 
Court says, as it did in 1922, that baseball is 
miore a sport than a business, and that it may 
operate under its own rules. That will be all 
right with 99.9 per cent of the ball players. 
After all, a young man need not make a career 
of pitching or guarding first base. He can go 
into law, or medicine, or bookkeeping. 

Too bad that old onetime ball player, the 
late Chief Justice Vinson, couldn't have worked 
on this case! 


Get Down . en Tacks 


Governors of 13 drouth-stricken states will 
have an exceptional opportunity this week to 
persuade President Eisenhower of the extent 
and urgerticy of the need for drouth relief. 

They will be meeting in Kansas City to dis- 
cuss their common problem of the drouth at 
the same time that the President will be there 
on other business. 

The representations they expect to make to 
him, it is to be hoped, will make the strongest 
case for prompt and thorough federal help. 

That help is deserved on the grounds of hu- 
manitarianism. On those grounds alone the 
United States Government has done more for 
disaster victims in China thaa it is doing now 
for disaster victims within,its own borders. 

Willing, prompt and thorough Federal help 
is deserved on the grounds of preserving essen- 
tial components of the nation’s prosperity—the 
dairy and cattle industries of a large area. 

That kind of help is warranted on the basis 
of economy. What a dollar might do now to 
alleviate the ill consequences of the drouth, it 
might take 10 dollars to repair if damages were 
allowed to run their course—and the values that 
would be lost could never be regained. 

If President Eisenhower can be made to re- 
alize all these warrants for enough aid and in 
time, we cannot but believe that he will act. 

Drouth aid has been put up to the Federal 
and State Governments even more than before 
by the refusal of the railroads to reduce freight 
charges on hay for the drouth areas. 

This decision by the railroads made the 
special session of the Missouri Legislature 
necessary. 

For a state program of aid to be effective, 
however, it will have to be co-ordinated with 
the Federal program, and the state has been 
unable to find any Federal program. 

The State of Missouri has been trying for 
three weeks to ascertain what the Federal 
Government means to do, but without avail. 
Finally State Commissioner of Agriculture L. C. 
Carpenter, who spent almost a week in Wash- 
ington, has returned with the report that he 
was unable to get any definite information. 

Here is a barrier to state action which Pres- 
ident Eisenhower can remove by telling the 
Governors at Kansas City what they can expect 
from his Administration and what his Admin- 
istration expects them to do for themselves. 


There is so much to be done that it cannot - 


be fully done unless Federal and State Gov- 
ernment both do their parts. Cannot the Presi- 
dent and the Governors sit down together at 
Kansas City, work out an equitable division of 
the responsibilities, and then get into action 
without any further delay? 
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Cultural Force in St. Louis 

It would be almost impossible to draw up 
a list of groups devoted to fuller enjoyment 
of life by adults in our area without including 
the St. Louis Writers’ Guild.

The Writers’ Guild does not push itself on 
the community and as a result there are many 
who would be interested in its work who do not 
know of its existence. A visit or telephone call 
to its office in the Missouri Theater building 
will provide information about the eonference 
this weekend or other activities. 
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Veterans in a Squeeze 

In a survey of credit conditions in the nation, 
the New York Times has found that the “single 
major hardship” of the Administration's tight 
money policy is the difficulty of obtaining G.I. 
mortgage loans. G.I, money is very tight indeed; 
in some areas it is virtually nonexistent. 

As the Times points out, the higher interest 
rates stimulated by the Government’s willing- 
ness to pay more for the funds it needs has 
caused many lenders to turn their backs on 
the G.I. mortgage market. After all, they can 
find many other more attractive investments. 
Why should they subsidize veterans’ housing? 

One answer, of course, might be to suggest 
a rise in the 444 per cent interest rate on G.I. 
mortgages. But the rate already has been 
raised one-half per cent this year in the hope 
that more lenders might be willing to partici- 
pate in the program. The result has been ex- 
tremely disappointing. 

Another possibility would be to permit the 
Veterans Administration more money and more 
latitude for making direct loans when the lend- 
ers have demonstrated that they are unwilling 
or unable to meet the need. The alternative is 
to abandon the G.I. mortgage program. | 
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Trail’s End for Finnegan 
The case of James P. Finnegan, former col- 


lector of Internal Revenue at St. Louis, has now 


been presented at all levels of the federal courts. 

The United States District Court, with Judge 
Hulen sitting, heard the jury trial based on 
charges of accepting money and other miscon- 
duct in office. The District Court conviction was 
then appealed by Finnegan to the United States 
Ceurt of Appeals. The Court of Appeals upheld 
the District Court. 

Now the United States Supreme Court has 
passed on the appeal from the Court of Appeals. 
The result is refusal by our highest tribunal] in 
Washington to review the conviction. Finnegan's 
lawyer, Morris A. Shenker, says he will file a 
petition for a rehearing, but the prospect that 
the denial will be reconsidered is very slight.

An Editorial in Student Life 


As Washingtdn University begins its 
second century in St. Louis, high on the 
list of major problems is that of pre- 
serving the academic atmosphere nec- 
essary if the higher aims of education 
are to be realized. 


Student Life, in its special centennial 
edition of last Feb. 20, posed this ques- 
tion as the most serious challenge fac- 
ing the university at its centennial. 


Times have not changed since Feb. 
20, and the preservation of academic 
freedom still is Washington University’s 
most thought-deserving challenge. 


Both faculty members and students 
must be on constant guard against in- 
fringements on the feeling among free 
men to believe, say — and teach — any 
idea which might contribute to more 
complete learning of any subject, re- 
gardless of who might disagree or find 
a free exchange of ideas troublesome to 
his political aims. | 


-It is the duty of W.U. to play an ac- 
tive role—if not to lead—in the battle 
to create again the atmosphere of free- 
dom and to add it to the now-existing 
“legislated freedom” of the Constitution. 


And we say “create again” because 
we mean just that, for the effect of ac- 
tivities of some over-fervent politicians 
has over the past few years built a 
damaging damper over the minds of 
those who would freely speak their 
minds. : 

The rise in student tuition which be- 
came effective at the opening of this 
semester is reflective of serious finan- 
cial difficulties which the university is 
facing. W.U. is now afflicted with the 
malady threatening many other private 
universities and colleges—red ink. 

It may be just this problem that is 
blocking solution of many other major 
problems, including that of the student 
union and needed new dormitories. 

It will be no easy job for W.U. to 
move ahead with higher educational 


standards and more complete facilities, 
and still wipe out ever-growing deficits. 


Perhaps the most pressing social 
problem rearing its head here currently 
is the full admission to all phases of 
campus life of the Negro students ad- 
mitted to all academic divisions for the 
first time a year ago. 


W.U, effected a new admission policy 
last year, and on papér at least the 
university's facilities and educational 
and social opportunities are open to all 
— students, no matter what their 
color. 


But long experiences with such prob- 
lems, and some events which occurred 
during the last school year, indicate 
that the social attitudes necessary for 
full acceptance of the Negro student 
are still not prevalent here. 


Guarantees are needed to assure Ne- 
groes that they will not be blocked 
from participation in all university ac- 
tivities by discriminatory practices of 
some non-university persons. 


The student body must resolve to ac- 
cept Negro students fully, «and must 
make sacrifices if necessary to be cer- 
tain that they are not denied any of 
the advantages that should go with 
membership in the W.U. community— 
even if some dances have to be held in 
the Field House. 


These are the major problems the 
university must squarely face—and the 
student body must face them with as 
much determination as the officials 
charged with administering the univer- 
sity’s committed advance to the position 
of the Midwest’s leading educational 
institution. 


The new Chancellor, who will soon 
succeed the retiring Arthur H. Comp- 
ton, will be concerned with these prob- 
lems and many others, but he can’t 
solve.them alone. Every student is also 
charged with the duty to submit his ut- 
most to the solution.

Seven Whom Hitler Scarred 


THE QUEST, by Elisabeth Langgesser, translated 
from the erm 

(Alfred A. Knopt 370 pqs 34) cea 

Elisabeth Langgasser, who died in 
1950, was considered one of the best 
writers in modern Germany. Her works 
were forbidden during the Nazi re- 
gime, but since 1946 seven books of 
prose and poetry have been published. 
“The Quest” was her last book and the 
first to be published in English. 

This story tells of the search of seven 
of the persons who had seen the foun- 
dations of their lives destroyed by Hit- 
ler’s government 
and the war for 
something to re- 
place the nothing- 
ness that exists in 
the world and in 
the spirit. 

It is a diversi- 
fied group which 
meets on the out- 
skirts of Berlin on 
the way to Amnas- 
tasiendorf, where 
the convent that. is 
their goal is locat- 
ed. The members 
are an elderly Jew 
and his wife who 
barely escaped death in a gas chamber, 
an actor, an architect and his sister, a 
soldier and the daughter of a baron.

The descriptive passages are well 
done. The description of war-wrecked 
Berlin as seen in the moonlight cap- 
tures not only the scene but the feel- 
ing of the destruction. Country and 
village scenes along the way are beau- 
tifully pictured. 


It is to the spiritual journey, how- 
ever, that most of the space is devoted. 
This, too, for the most part is well 
written, but much of it is too obscure 
and abstract for thorough understand- 
ing. Part of this is due to complicated 
sentence structure and perhaps to a 
difficulty in translating, but much of 
the meaning is hidden in metaphorical 
philosophizing. 


In contrast to this extreme in the 
first half of the book, the ending gives 
a feeling that the story is brought to 
an abrupt close. After all the time 
spent in reaching the convent and the 
stress given to the importance of 
reaching the goal, no space is devoted 
to what happened there. 


The story jumps from a time just 
before the group reaches Anastasien- 
dorf to a time after each has found 
what he sought and has gone his sep- 
arate way. Only a series of brief flash- 
backs give any clues as to how these 
transformations occurred. 

For those who are willing to devote 
the time, there is much worth reading 
and thinking about in this novel, al- 
though there will be many who will 
disagree with the conclusions reached.

They have imagined the Presi- 
dent sitting down at that table 
and the doors of the room be- 
ing closed; they have shuddered 
at the thought that he would not 
be able to get out of that room 
again until he had given away 
too much or, if they had given 
away at all, had made himself 
the scapegoat for the failure to 
settle the cold war.

How It Can Be Done.

A VIVID “STALAG 17’ 


Production Is Rewarding 
Despite a Few Weaknesses 
in Minor Roles.

The Ansell brothers, who run 
the Empress Playhouse, gambled 
last night by offering the play, 
“Stalag 17,” again only three 
weeks after the very excellent 
movie version had been shown 
at the Fox Theater, and in the 
same year the stage version was 
presented by the original road 
company at the American. The 
gamble apparently paid off, as 
the house that greeted the Don- 
ald Bevan-Edward  Trzcinski 
comedy-melodrama was almost 
full. 


And the customers were re- 
warded with a production that 
was, in spite of a few weakness- 
es in minor roles, first-rate. The 
ribald, rowdy dialogue kept them 
laughing heartily, and the tin- 
gling melodrama was propelled 
at a dynamic pace. Director Bob 
Perry had whipped the diverse 
elements of his show together 
into good shape for an opening 
night in a resident company, 
and it was a highly entertaining 
evening. 


Convincing Background. 


The play is a prime example 
of a drab slice of life brought 
into sharp dramatic focus. Based 
on the experiences of the authors 
in a German prisoner-of-war 
camp for American aviators, it 
has a superb realism. The ac- 
curacy of the characters, their 
wry bitterness, bickering and 
needling, their outhouse humor, 
their outbursts of brutality, all 
provide a singularly convincing 
background for the melodramat- 
ics of the quest for a spy in 
the midst of the prisoners. It is 
an exciting play of gusto and 
tension, salted with G.I. humor 
and bursting with crude vitality.

Premier Pledges Further 
Attacks Until Nationalist 
Chinese Leave. 


RANGOON, Oct. 14 (AP) — 
Premier P Nw announced yes- 
terday that Burma’s air force 
will continue its stepped-up air 
strikes against Nationalist Chi- 
nese guerrillas until “the in- 
truders have left the country or 
show a genuine desire to leave. 


The Premier’s announcement, 
followed by only a few hours 
disclosure by the air force it 
had made a second attack on 
guerrilla positions in east cen- 
tral Burma. The air force said 
its planes had strafed and 
bombed the guerrillas in the 
jungle 60 miles northeast of Loi- 
kaw, capital of Karenni state. 


The Guerrillas overflowed in- 
to Burma after Red Chinese 
troops took over China. There 
have been many clashes between 
them and Burmese forces and 
talks aimed at evacuating them 
peacefully have broken down. 
Burma asked the United Nations 
to brand the Nationalist Chinese 
regime on Formosa an aggressor 
because of its attitude. 

Premier Nu said negotiations 
now are proceeding through reg- 
ular diplomatic channels to get 
all of the Nationalist Chinese 
out of Burma.

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CURBS ON CIVILIAN 
AIRCRAFT EXPLAINED 


Most Planes Would Be 
Grounded During Alerts, 
Officials Say. 


Operation of non-military 
planes will be restricted but not 
eliminated except in periods of 
acute danger in case of national 
emergency, two speakers from 
air defense headquarters at 
Tinker Air Force Base, Okla- 
homa City, said here last night. 
They spoke at a meeting of the 
Greater St. Louls chapter of the 
National Aeronautic Associa- 
tion at the Congress Hotel. 

Capt. Charles B. Ogle, project 
officer for security control of 
air traffic and electromagnetic 
radiation, said it would be nec- 
essary to ground all but a few 
specifically authorized civilian 
planes during alert periods 
against attack. If this were not 
done, he said, it would nullify 
radar warning networks becayse 
of the presence on radar screens 
of “blips” representing planes 
which could be either friendly 
or enemy, 

Only by being certain of the 
planes represented by each 
“blip” can the nation’s radar 
network be effective, he said. 
This applies both to the installa- 
tions around the perimeter of 
the United States and to critical 
areas in which equipment has 
been placed, such as St. Louis, 
he said. 

C. A. Clift, Civil Aeronautics 
Administration liaison officer at- 
tached to the Air Defense Com- 
mand at Tinker Air Force Base, 
outlined the procedures that 
would be followed for civilian 
flyers in case of an alert. The 
CAA and military authorities 
are working closely on the en- 
tire plan, he said. 

The ADC headquarters at 
Tinker Air Force Base has juris- 
diction over Missouri, Texas, 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Oklahoma, 
Kansas and Southern Illinois. 
Brig. Gen. R. W. Puryear is the 
commanding officer. 


LOWLY FLY ASH 
GETS JET AGE JOB 
IN AIRPORT PAVING 


Ply ash, which has been the 
cause of complaints to city offi- 
cials from time to time by house- 
holders who don’t like it settling 
on freshly-dusted furniture, is 
going to be put to work at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field as a 
part of the jet age. 

It is one of three basic ingre- 
dients of the material which will 
be used to build warmup spurs 
for jet planes at the ends of each 
of the three runways. The ma- 
terial, known commercially as 
Poz-O-Pac, also contains lime 
and slag. Tests have shown it 
to be markedly superior in heat 
and blast resistance to concrete. 
It also is cheaper to install, and 
is virtually unaffected by spilled 
fuel. 

The spurs, to be installed by 
McDonnell Aircraft Corp., will 
angle gently away from the run- 
way ends. The extremely power- 
ful, hot blast from jet exhausts 
has dug dangerous holes at the 
ends of some runways. The 
spurs, it is hoped, will overcome 
this difficulty.

MRS, SULLIVAN SAYS BUDGET

Enforcement of anti-monopoly 
laws and pure food laws has 
been “weakened seriously” by 
budget cuts under the present 
administration, Mrs. John B.

From what I could see, Mus- 


hours waiting in line. Just for 
the experience, I queued up with 
them for bread — shaped like 
bagels—cheese, which was tasty, 
and candy, which was very rub- 
bery.

After dark, I saw many Rus- 
_sians return to slum homes, hid- 
den behind an ill-kept facade 
of massive buildings. I looked 
into lighted windows on people 
living four or five to one dreary 
room, 


We found the new Moscow 
State University a gleaming, im- 
perious monolith atop Lenin 
hills. It looked opulent. Most of 
its 7000 students, we found, were 
there on scholarship. Some got 
preference by putting in two 
years of voluntary labor in the 
construction of the _ school, 
opened last month. 


Students Proud of University. 


We found the students proud 
of their university. One, Sergei 
Sochin, a philosophy major with 
|}a blond rag mop of hair, asked 
excitedly in the elevator: 


_ “How fast do your elevators 
'run? Ours run...” He knew 
|exactly, to the second. I couldn't 
tell him how fast Michigan ele- 
vators run. 


In Moscow State’s library, we 
noticed the reading rooms well 
stocked with American and Brit- 
ish scientific journals and bulle- 
tins from the United States De- 
partments of Agriculture and 
Commerce. 


Judging by their conversations 
with us, the average Russian gets 
a picture of the United States 
painted in broad strokes of pov- 
erty, bankruptcy and oppression 
for the worker and farmer and 
of great wealth and power for 
the “bourgeoisie” and capitalists. 


During a stormy dispute in 
a Ukrainian schoolroom, we tried 
to make some sturdy collective 
farmers understand how Ameri- 
can farmers had prospered in 
recent years. I saw them smile. 
They didn’t believe us. 


“They know how poor the 
peasants are in the United 
States,” explained a Kiev jour- 
nalist who accompanied us. 
“They’ve read all about it in 
that fine book, ‘Grapes of 
Wrath,’ by John Steinbeck.” 


I reported that that was a 
depression-era picture of some 
farmers migrating from dust 
bowls. But my argument wasn’t 
translated. . 


Still, in these arguments, 
there were times when we 
Americans seemed to be getting 
through to some of those pres- 
ent..

A one-story building, costing 
an estimated $400,000, will be 
erected at Bingham and Ray 
avenues by the American Loco- 
motive Co. to serve as a diesel 
locomotive parts storage depot 
for the Southwest, the company 
announced today.

the Gulf of Mexico. 

Edwin C. Geick of Bayonne. 
N.J., was named in two counts 
of an indictment returned yes- 
terday. One count accuses him 
of poor seamanship and the oth- 
er with gross negligence in the 
operation of the tanker Esso 
Suez April 20, 1951. 

It was charged that Geick, 
having knowledge of the prox- 
imity of another tanker, the 
Esso Greensboro, failed to re- 
duce the full speed at which his 
vessel was traveling in dense 
fog. 

Because of this, it is alleged, 
the Esso Suez crashed into the 
Esso Greensboro. Capt. Cyril C. 
Eden. of Tampa, Fla. com- 
mander of the Esso Greensboro, 
died in the tragedy, as did 35 
members of his crew. Two crew 
members of the Esso Suez also 
were killed, and three severely | 
burned.

Some 20 years ago the writer 
and two companions were quail 
hunting in the Rio Grande Val- 
ley near McAllen, Texas, Sixty- 
four coveys of birds were raised 
during one day's hunting. Three 
dogs were observed on point at 
the same time on three separate 
coveys, and the distance be- 
tween the dogs was less than | 
100 yards! Soon after this, great | 
spreads of cattle were intro- | 
duced into this vast uncultivated | 
area and quail hunting was on 
its way out. Today a hard day’s 
hunting with capable dogs might 
produce two or three coveys 
over the same territory. 

Years ago in the Ozarks the 
sporty bobwhites were almost as 
abundant. In many of the hill 
counties it was not uncommon 
to find as many as 20 bevies 
during a day’s hunt. In those 
days market hunters flourished 
and often 200 to 300 birds would 
be accumulated over a period of 
only a few days. Pot-shooting | 
was common and it was no par- 
ticular breach of sportsmanship 
to find a covey of birds huddled | 
underneath a fallen log in a. 
severe snowstorm and to anni-' 
hilate the birds with one blast. | 
it was meat for the hunter's 
table, and in those days meat 
was more paramount than ethi- 
cal conduct. In fact, quail hunt- 
ing was a highly specialized 
sport of only a few hunters. 
Ammunition was a commodity 
whose price forbade that it be 
wasted on such a small amount! 
of return that the quail af- 
forded. The fire of the shotgun 
was held for bigger game. 
Squirrels were usually taken 
with the rifle and rabbits were 
the smallest of all game con- 
sidered for the use of the shot- 
gun. 


| 


Only a Stop-Gap. 

Extensive cattle raising, clean 
farming practices, woven wire 
fences, removal of protective | 
cover, good roads, and thousands 
of new hunters gradually took 
their toll of the quail popula- 
tion. During 
there was a decided upsurge in 
quail numbers and for a couple 
of years thereafter quail hunt- 
ers were elated over future 
prospects, These good years 
were only a stopgap. The young 
men were away to the wars. 
Ammunition was high and hard 
to find. The nesting and rear- 
ing seasons were ideal. All 
things worked together for the 
sharp increase. The quail popu- 
lation probably reached an all- 
time high on dozens of military 
reservations where absolutely 
no hunting or trespassing was 
permitted and the 
allowed to nest, rear, and ma- 
ture under perfect game-raising 
conditions. 

In the old days there were few 
mediocre dogs. The hunting 
seasons were lengthy, the birds 
were plentiful, and young dogs, 
in a tew days’ hunting, experi- 
enced the finding of more quail 
than the average dog of today 
does during the entire season. 
l.ast year it was not uncommon 
for a dog to spend the entire day 
in a fruitless, ground-covering 
search for birds without once 
scenting a single bird. For the 
past few years it is doubtftul if 
the averages will show more 
than two coveys raised per day, 
per dog. Such averages do not 
tend to develop a wide-ranging 
high-headed, rugged individual 
of a dog that goes boldly out 
to the cover that should con- 
tain birds, works it quickly 
without pottering around, and 
decisively pins its game. It is 
an impossibility to develop an 
outstanding dog without an 
ample training opportunity on 


the game which it is being 
taught to pursue. You can't de- 
velop a polar bear dog in 
Georgia.

SEEMS TO ME it was on this same night on 
“Foreign Intrigue” that Jerome Thor rescued a 
youngster from a Berlin street fight. He was a 
remarkable child actor with a thin, wasted, old, 
bitter face that haunted me for days after. He 
was hard as rocks and nothing would thaw him 
out until Thor ventured behind the Iron Curtain 
and rescued the boy’s father. Then the boy 
came around nicely. 

One of the grimmest tales to come along was 
about a little girl and her brother, both gradu- 
ates of a Nazi concentration camp. The girl 
wouldn't allow anyone to touch her little broth- 
er, though he was in urgent need of medical 
care, and would not utter a single word and 
was, on the whole, the hardest case of them all 
to deal with. She softened finally under the 
warm sun of a doctor’s almost saintlike kindli- 
ness and, when last seen, was safely in this 
country, learning how to be a child. 

Then there was “The Woman Who Hated 
Children” because she'd lost her little boy. She 
was persistently and outrageously mean to a 
child who tried to make friends until, at the 
very end, the little boy brought her flowers, 
which reminded her so forcibly of her own lost 
boy that she unfroze and rejoined the human 


race.

AND DOWN THE STREET, if I chose, I 
could see “Little Boy Lost,” a movie in which 
Bing Crosby runs to earth his long lost son, an- 
other lad with a face too old for his years. 

I don’t know what got all the authors on the 
subject of children this year. And such chil- 
dren! They look at you with wise, all-knowing 
eyes and already they have plumbed the very 
bottom of despair. It’s going to take Tennessee 
Williams to write for these emotionally mixed- 
up youngsters from now on. 

As an antiddte, I'm going to drift over to the 
Museum of Modern Art some afternoon and 
take a look at Jackie Coogan in “The Kid.” He 
had a lot of problems, too, like how to drop 
a quarter in the gas meter and get it out un- 
scathed. It was the sort of problem no psychi- 
atrist could begin to grapple with. (You bore a 
hole inthe quarter and tie it to a piece of 
stout thread.)

T AN EARLY HOUR I left Reno with all pockets

Watts, an “‘Yinabashed 
watcher who 15 years ago found- 
ed the Dixie Martin-Bluebird 
Co-operative Club (Post Office 
Box 86, Baldwin), is a candidate 
who wants to lower taxes, in- 
crease financial benefits to the 
citizens, and get a Georgia salt- 
cured ham on every table. There 
are too many folks. in rural 
Georgia eating out of tin cans 
while their automobiles occupy 
the remains of the smokehouses 
in their yards, he says. 

Watts, who looks. 10 years 
younger than his admitted 65 
years, got “plumb tired” of the 
state of affairs in Georgia after 
years of bird-watching, pro- 
moting Dixie Martin-Bluebird 
Co-operative, farming and grow- 
ing gourd seeds for free distri- 
bution to those willing to hang 
them up as homes for itinerant 
martins. 

And the thing that recently 
took the rag off the bush was 
when he himself had to shell out 
$1.25 for four pounds of real 
lard, (In Banks county some of 


‘the folks shy away from such 


new-fangled items as vegetable 
compounds for frying.) 

If Watts is elected Governor 
of Georgia next year, look for a 
new statehouse in a sylvan dell 
in the shadow of Applie Pie 
ridge, which rung along back of 
his house. He has promised the 
voters that if they elect him 
he'll donate a patch of land just 
behind Harmony Baptist Church, 
next door to his house, as the 
site for the capitol. There's a 
good spring there, and Watts 
will hang a gourd dipper close 
by for benefit of legislators, 
lobbyists and just plain citizens.

Replacing Linoleum Counter 
Tops. 
S good a way as any that we 
know to make the little wom- 
an happy and get yourself 
into a real foul temper is to re- 
place the linoleum on the work 
counters in the kitchen. Here is 
how it should be done: 

Take a long deep breath and 
remove the old covering. This 
can be done by prying up the 
edges and using water or sol- 
vent to soften up the cement. 

Once the old covering is out 
of the way, remove the metal 
trim around the edges. If you 
plan to reuse this trim, be very 
careful how you handle it as it 
can be bent out of shape quite 
easily. 

Next you want to prepare the 
wood surface for the new cover- 
ing. Sand away any bits of ce- 
ment or covering and be sure 
that the surface is both clean 
and dry. 

Now the metal trim goes back 
on. If you need new trim you 
can get it at your hardware 
store or from your linoleum 
dealer. , 

After the trim is applied a 
felt base goes down and this 
should be cut so that it makes 
a nice tight butt joint with the 
edge of the metal trim. When 
you've got the felt cut to size, 
apply linoleum cement and paste 
down your felt. ! 

Now all you have to do is cut 
the linoleum to size—the correct 


size so that it will slip into the 
little recesses in the molding. 
This job requires a good sharp 
linoleum knife and patience. 
When the linoleum is ready, ap- 
ply linoleum cement over the 
felt and put down the linoleum. 
Use a roller to insure it mak- 
ing a good bond with the cement 
and be absolutely certain that 


there are no bulges.

By March 
all the gourds are hung again— 
and several newspapers for 
which he acts as correspondent 
are alerted the moment the first 
martin arrives. (Some state news 
editors date spring by the ar- 
rival of the martins in Banks 
county.)

BUT COMING BACK to 
man, there are historical rea- 
sons why modern man refuses 
to think that his generation 
has anything to do with the 
regeneration of the world.

Rousseau began with the 
idea that man was naturally 
good, and that if any evil ap- 
peared in him, it must cer- 
tainly be due to institutions.

saying that man is biologically 
determined to be what he is, 
because either of the sex back- 
ground of his parents, or his 
own infantile stirrings.

The method of pro- 
duction at any given time de- 
termines his morals, his ethics 
and his values. Hence for the 
complete remaking of man, he 
suggested that all private 


property be done away with 
and put into the hands of the 
state—then there would be no 
more stealing, no more vice, 
no more need of liquidating 
Berias.

ALL THREE shifted re- 
sponsibility from the person 
to either politics, as did Rous- 
seau, to animal instincts, as 
did Freud, or to economics, as 
did Marx. All three effaced 
the necessity of moral disci- 
pline on the part of the in- 
dividual. Consciences that are 
uneasy on the inside on these 
theories, have nothing to do 
but reform the social life of 
everyone else, or else diag- 
nose their sex stirrings or 
find a new way to make 
traitors. 

No one ever asks himself 
the question: “What am I°” 
But everyone asks: “What do 
I possess?” The problem of 
the purpose of life is ignored 
in favor of the economic prob- 
lem of security. 

As a result man is growing 
extremely passive as the 
world around him is growing 
extremely active. Instead of 
his determining the world, it 
is the world that determines 
man. He has been told that 
soon he will know all the se- 
crets of natyre, and then he 
will be happy. But wave after 
wave of scientific knowledge 
have flooded his soul, and he 
has become more insignifi- 
cant, less sure of himself and 
even of the very monsters 
that he has created. The only 
greatness he believes in now 
is measurable greatness, not 
the greatness of a soul that 
has mastered itself or that 
has become something that it 
was not when it was born— 
namely, a aes of God.
